date the additions and subtractions 
of one or more votes in each county 
have been about equal in favor of 
the Progressive and Wilson electors, 
there is a probability that the result 
will hinge wpon these small items. 

Thus far, according to a record 
that has been kept by Statistician 
Cremin of the changes made neces- 
sary by ,certifications, there has been 
nothing to indicate any material 
change in the vote. The mistakes 
which have been corrected in the fig- 
ures submitted by the various coun- 
ties leave the Progressive and Demo- 
cratic electors with approximately the 
Same proportion of votes.

SOFIA (Bulgaria) Nov. 19.——Hul- 
garia’s conditions for agreeing to an. 
armistice were transmitted to Con- 
stantinople early this morning. They 
were accompanied by Bulgaria's main 
conditions for a conclusion of peace, 
the principal stipulation of which 
permits Turkey to retain ‘the city of 
Constantinople and a strip of Coast 
territory in Europe.

BOASTS OF VICTORY. 
IN MIDST OF ARMISTICE.

CONSTANTINOPLE, Nov. 19.— 
Nazim Pasha, the Turkish com- 
mander-in-chief, sent the following 
dispatch at 3:30 o’clock this after- 
noon: 

“A desperate artillery engagement 
began this morning and is being con- 
tinued with success. The Bulgarian 
infantry, operating in front of the 
center of our line of defense, was 
repuised by our artillery fire. Part 
of the enemy's batteries were 


lenced. 

“We ordered a detachment. of 

troops to advance. They attacked 
the enemy's entrenchments and 
forced them to flee. We captured a 
number of rifles, machine guns, hel- 
mets, shovels and pickaxes. A num- 
ber of the helmets bore a badge 
inacribed, ‘Thirty-fifth . regiment 
Vrania,” showing that there are Ser- 
vian troops with the enemy. The 
battle continues. 
Another telegram from Nazim 
Pasha estimates the Bulgarian losses 
in Monday's fighting on the Turkish 
right wing as 400 killed or wounded, 
These include twenty officers. Two 
machine guns were captured. 

Gen. Mahmoud Mukhtar, who 
reached Constantinople yesterday, 
suffering from a bullet wound in his 
lew, received his injury while riding 
to Inepect the positions with his staff. 
Approaching a trench that Was sup- 
posed to be occupied by Turks, he dis- 
covered too late that it beld Bul- 
garians. A fusillade from the Bul- 
garians wounded Mahmoud Mukhtar 
and three other officers. is 

The bullet was extracted this morn- 
ing and it is expected the general will 
recover within a week. 


TURKEY WILL YIELD 
THE PARISIANS HEAR.

Under these ‘ircumstances§ the 
Porte may be induced to make a fur- 
ther stand, in the hope of securing 
easier peace conditions. Evidently 
Buigaria has brought up all her 
available forces to attack Tchatajdje, 
including some of the Servian troops, 
but the task of crushing the Turkish 
defense may prove difficult.

Big Check Received for Damage 
to Water Mains by Electric Rail- 


The Public Service Commission yes- 
terday directed William Mutholiand, 
superintendent of the City Water De- 
partment, to increase the infiltration 


“| system at the Pomeroy-Hooker ranch, 


above the present intake of the wa- 
ter maina, on the Los Angeles River, 
in order to still better protect the 
domestic water supply. 

Chief Engineer Mulholland an- 
nounced that he would put down 
twenty twelve-inch wells, to a depth 
of about 200 feet. These wells will be 
cased, the water entering only at the 
bottom, and they will be sufficient to 
entirely eliminate the surface flow. 
The initial cost will be about $8000, 
and the annual outlay for mainte- 
nance will be about $8000. Air com- 
Pressors are applied to the casings 
and the water is forced into the mains 
from the bottom of the wells. The 
water thus comes into the mains : . 
a perfectly pure state, thoroughly 
filtered through the gravel under the 
bed of the river.

N CARS AS A JAIL. 

Three empty street cars were placed 
at the disposal of the Chief by the Los 


Angeles Rallway Corporation to be} 


used as a temporary prison. They 
were run to the front of the building 
and the prisoners were marched by 
Jailer Shand from the cells and tanks 
to the cars. Only six men escaped 
and later they returned to the jail of 
their own volition. 

While, armed guards were being 
pla around the cars preparatory to 
running them a safe distance from the 
station, and while the female prison 
ers were being taken down from the 
top floor in the elevator, Detectives 
Hosick, Fitegerald and Browne ar- 
ranged their daring capture of Warr. 

All this time police officers, patrol- 
men, newspaper men and others were 
— and out of the Chief's outer 

talking with Warr and trying to 
uce him to surrender. 
A photographer took a picture of 
Warr seated in his chair with the 
infernal machine upon his lap. When 
Wart realized what had been done he 
showed his first ger, saying: 

“No more pictures; the next one 
that ia taken will mean the end of 
everything, for I'l] turn this thing 
loose.”

STARVATION SCHEME. 
Capt. Flammer appeared upon the 
scene and suggested to the Chief that 
everybody be ordered out of the build- 
ing and that Warr be starved out; 


that he be rmitted to remain in the 
building alone until he voluntarily 
surrendered. 


It was also suggested that an am- 
monia ball be thrown into the room 
with the hope that its fumes would 
overpower Warr. One officer thought 
that after the building had been va- 


cated Warr should be shot. 
Those plans were abandoned when 


it was pointed out that the dying 


convulsions of the man might explode 
the machine. 

When Detectives Hosick, Fitegerald 
and Browne came forward with their 
Plan the Chief consented. Still fear - 
ing that it might fall., and an explo- 
sion result he ordered that all build- 
ings in the block be vacated of human 
beings. When that was done Hosick 
walked into the office with a black- 
jack hidden in his right hand. He 
was closely followed by Browne and 
Fitzgerald. 

Warr still retained his seat. Oppo- 
site him sat Seret.

Standing close to Warr and watching 
every movement to catch him un- 
awares, Hosick caught him with his 
head momentarily turned to one side.

children. The Cook County Juvenile 
Court in Chicago last summer had 
some 327 mothers with an aggregate 
of 1200 children cared for on this 
plan. It is costing the community an 
average of $5.75 per month per child, 
as against $10 per month per child 
under the old Institutional plan. The 
State has discovered that it pays 
much better in the long run to have 
the mother engage in the business of 
child culture than in washing and 
scrubbing, and it proposes to hire 
her to do it in her own home, instead 
of hiring uniformed caretakers in 
brick-bulit institutions. The contract 
is cheap, for besides being decent and 
humane, it is counted on to diminish 
the bill for crime. A campaign is 
now on to put this system in opera- 
tion in every State in the Union and 
everywhere this new child-caring plan 
being presented.

AFT, THE PHILOSOPHER. 

_ “We must hope and work on.“ Presi- 
dent Taft's message to his party and to the 
American nation, on the eve of a complete 
change of administration, fs still pitched in 
a major key. He himseif may call it a 
swan song, but there is no swan song for 
the man of high ideals, resolute courage and 
unselfish devotion to duty. His influence 
is deathless And this is the proud posi- 
tion of our beloved President, a proud po 
sition no numerical defeat at the polls can 
take away. 

The one little note of regret in his op- 
timistic speech before the Lotus Club of 
New York is that his arbitration treaties, 
framed in the interest of humanity at. 
large—of the mother, the breadwinner, of 
the poor, the toiler—should have failed to 
move the Senate to ite ratification. As to 
any personal feeling he alluded laughingly 
to the success of Woodrow Wilson at the 
polls, an attitude in marked contrast to 
that of Roosevelt at Chicago. President 
Taft wanted to leave America happier and 
better off than he found her when he hand- 
ed over the reins of authority to his suc 
ceasor. In this he has succeeded, On the 
record of things accomplished and things 
attempted he hag won the highest meed 
of praise within the power of a people to 
bestow: “Well done, good and faithful 
servant.” | 

From his four years’ experience as Presi- 
dent of this great nation he spins the phi- 
losophy of cheerfulness and unrelaxed ef- 
fort: we must hope and work on. The just 
appreciation of such a man as Taft, of his 
work and his ability—unlike the ephem- 
eral achievements of suddener and more 
superficial leaders, dawns slowly on the 
mass of his fellow-countrymen, but with 
every passing year the light grows more 
brilliant. It was not in the fire, not in the 
whirlwind, not in the earthquake that the 
prophet of old sensed the coming fulfill- 
ment of good, but in the still small voice. 

Marcus Aurelius never impressed the 
Romans of his day as did the spectacular 
Augustus Caesar or Titus the Conqueror. 
But the influence of Marcus Aurelius still 
leavens the better thoughts of the whole 
world: few today are interested in or even 
remember the Augustan Saturnalias or the 
captives dragged through the streets of 
Rome at the heels of Titus. 


ERRYING A BED. 

Again has the President-elect of the 
United States exhibited his scorn of con- 
ventionalities and caused the details of the 
ecorning to be telegraphed to amazed Ru- 
rope and exultant America. This time he 
was shy not a dress shirt, but a mattress 
at his Bermuda cottage. The establish- 
ments where mattresses were sold were on 
the opposite side of the bay. Did Gov. 
Wiison order a dreadnought to bring over 
a bed for him? He did not. He manned 
a skiff all by his lonesome and paddled 
across the bay and bought a mattress and 
loaded it on the boat and ferried it over 
and packed it on his back from the beach 
to his cottage, where a group of British 
officers were in waiting to pay their re- 
spects to him. Woodrow gazed at the crowd 
and sighed. “Is my seclusion,” said he, 
‘to be a. damned barren ideality?” Then 
he sent a cablegram and a telegram to the 
agent of the Associated Press describing 
the incident. 

The next morning King Victor Emmanuel 
read the cable dispatches and said, “Why 
Pare those American newspaper men not 
more specific? They do not inform us 
whether it was a cotton or a hair mattress.” 
And the Czar of Russia said, “If it was a 
feather mattress he can take it with him 
in March to the less genial climate of 
Washington.” And the Sultan of Turkey 
ald, “The way things are looking in Con- 
stantinople I could wish that I was in Ber- 
muda toting mattresses.” And the Ah- 
koond of Swat remarked, “Did the dog of a 
Giaour carry the bed on his back or in his 
arms? Bismillah, upon my head be it.“ 


NEW IMPERATOR. 

Is Victor Emmanuel III expecting the 
hour to arrive when, as he rides down the 
Corso, the people will toss their caps into 
the alr and hall him, as they hailed Caesar 
of old, “Imperator Romanus.” 

Will ftaly again convert the Mediterra- 
nean into a Roman lake? She is progress- 
ing in that direction. Today the Italian 
tricolor is carried where once the eagles of 
Rome were planted, Cyrenaica and Mauri- 
tania Caesariensis, which were Roman 
provinces in the days of Augustus, have 
been brought into subjection to Rome in 
the reign of Victor Emmanuel III.” 

“The imperial instinct,” says an eastern 
journal, “seems to possess the hearts of 
all the people of the earth. Christendom 
is as frankly bent on conquest as was pagan 
Rome, when the Pantheon was the temple

McClaughry is now living in tempo- 
rary quarters on the Santa Anita 
ranch superintending the construction 
of a magnificent $100,000 home. The 
heirs have not announced whether 


they will preserve the integrity of the 


estate or arrange for its diviston. 
Aceording to the report filed yes- 
terday the administrator had, up to 
September 1, distributed to the heirs 
in cash $2,038,026.22, and family al- 
lowancts amounting to $138,000. 
Since that date he has turned over 
$534,000 more. He has in hand real 
estate formerly appraised at $4,697,- 
086.90 and now valued at $11,273,- 
009.56; mortgages, fully secured at 
face value of $6,596,993.67, and gc- 
crued interest of $29,887.73. He 
states that the orchards and other 
property which were being operated 
at a loss three years ago are now in- 
come producing. 
In addition to the land, personal 
property and securities, he has nearly 
$500,000 in cash. This amount, it 
is believed will be sufficient to cover 
the awardg which will be made by 


the court for administrator and at- 


torney’s fees. Both Unruh and Lee 
state that they have no way of know- 
ing what the awards will be as that 
fs entirely within the discretion and 
jurisdiction of the court. 

By direction of the court the ad- 
ministrator has, from time to time 
employed real estate agents to dispose 
of some of the land, but he has sold 
most of it himself. The commissions 
on the land sold, at the prevailing 
rate, would amount to $600,000. The 


commissions actually paid have been 


£160,000.

lock. I stole a box of dynamite and 
substituted an empty box so the theft 
would not be discovered. The full 


box I buried, after taking from it 
what I needed. I will show the ofi- 
cers where the remainder is con- 
cealed. - 


I brought the dynamite here and 
fixed up my machine. Last night. rid- 
ing a stolen bicycle, I took the thing 
to Elysian Park and hid it. I went 
and got it this morning. I put on my 
mask behind the big billboard at First 
and Hill streets and went to the Po- 
lice Station from there. ‘ 

I wore the mask because I wished 
te avoid all possibility of identification 
afterward. You see I thought the po- 
lice would do as I asked, and that I 
would be allowed to depart in safety 
from the station, in company with 
Shoup. But I knew they would be 
looking for me afterward and I took 
every possible precaution to prevent 
being taken.

the mask, to escape identification. 
There were three separate triggers to 
the machine and it took that many 
fingers to operate it, I figured that if 
the police arrested me later on and 
found I had no fingers on my left 
hand they would think I couldn't pos- 
sibly be the guilty party, for they 
would remember that the man they 
wanted had the fingers of his left 
hand on the triggers. 

I don't know how many sticks of 
dynamite I used in the machine. Per- 
haps sixty.

The thing would positively 
have exploded this morning before 
they could have prevented it if it had 
not been that I used some of the wax- 
like dynamite to prevent the powder 
from the cartridge running out be- 
fore the dynamite cap was in place. 
The dynamite burned slowly. I 
knew that it would but did not antic- 
pate this morniing’s emergency. If 
the powder fuse had not been broken 
by the dynamite the explosion could 
not possibly have been prevented. The

was that I didn’t want to insert the 
dynamite cap until just before using 
the machine, for fear of a premature 
explosion. 80 I had to put in some- 
thing to keep the powder from run- 
ning out of the shotgun cartridge. 

I had the machine so arranged that 
after I drew out my left hand the 
thing would close up so it couldn't be 
seen that it had been operated from 
the left-hand side. 

The machine is my own invention. 
I never heard of one like it. I don't 
want a description of the thing to get 
into the papers for fear others will 
steal my idea. One of the main fea- 
tures is that instead of pulling the 
triggers to set the machine off, one 
bas to hold the three triggers to keep 
it from going off.
